| Part L The Dignity of Bottles 2 from 
aches Matter. 4 


The Di hity of Bottles ariſes from Two 
Things. From the Matter and from the 
Form. The Matter of Bottles is not e 
actly diſtinguiſh'd by the Vulgar, who 
(miſtaken in this as in moſt other Things) 
will talk of Leathern and Stone-Bottles; 
with the ſame Impropriety as they do of 
Glaſs-Inkhorns: But That Glaſs alone 15 
the proper Matter of all true and genuine 
2 is to the Learned as clear and per- 
ee as Glaſs itſelf. To mauifeſt the 

xcellency of Which, it might ſuffice to 
mention, what all Converſant in the Hol 
Fathers, muſt have read in Petronius Arbs- 
ter; I mean, the Anſwer of Julius Cæſar 
to a certain Roman, io propoſed ro make 
Glaſs Malleable, (that is to ſay, to endure 
the Hammer ;) 1 dare not permit, ſaid 
Czar ; for, were it once ſo, Gold and Sil. 
ver would no longer be valued. But what 
need we inſiſt on this, when the Beloved 
Apoſtle prefers you at once, to all the preci- 
ous Stones in the World; for, in the 21ſt 
Chapter of the Revelations, deſcribing the

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exceeding Glory and Magnificence of the 


Heavenly Jeruſalem, after he has told 
us, That the Firſt Foundation was the 
Jaſper ; the Second the Sapphire; the Third 
the Calcedonus; (obſerve, I beſeech you, 
the Gradation of each) the Fourth the 
Emerald; the Fifth the Sardonix, and ſo on 


to the Twelfth; loſing us, as it were, in 


the Blaze of Glory. Often he has told us, 
as ſtill more Wonderful, That every Gate 
was of One ſeveral Pearl; and what was 
more poſſible to be added? And yet after 


all, he adds, The Streets of the City was; 


What was it? (Mark my dear Auditors!) 


It was, as it were, Tranſparent Glaſs.

adden appear d with fair long Necks and 
goodly round Bellies. And again, like as 


Man, when he ſeems to periſh and is diſſol. 


ved into Aſhes, is purg'd, refined and ele- 
vated into a new Life of Brightneſs and Pu- 
rity, even ſo, 'when the Trace, which liv'd, 
is reduc'd to Aſhes; from thoſe very Aſhes 
is raiſed up (by means of purging Fire, as 
we are taught 'by the Holy Mother, the 
Church) 'the new and more glorious Body 
of Glaſs. Which has manifeſtly the chief 
Properties of a Glorious Body, that is to ſay, 
Clarity. This was the Opinion of the 
bleſſed Biſhop Gregory, who (Lib. 18. Moral. 
Cap. 2.) hastheſe Words ; The heavenly State 
is likewd to Glaſs on account of the Purity, Cla» 
rity and Reſplendenty of the Glorified Bodies, 
where one Man's Body, Conſcience and Thoughts 
are preſented to another, as Corporeal Objects in 
this Life are beheld thro) Glaſſes. © © | 
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To proceed to the Form of all Forms. 
Saith Plato, the moſt excellent of all Forms is 
the Circular. How nearly Bottles approach 
to this is viſible to every Eye; whilſt Man 
makes but an irregular, forked Eigure, neither 
ſo uniform, compact, or ſtanding ſo firm as 

ou: The heavieſt Parts of him (of all which 

is Head is many times the heavieſt) are pla- 
ced above, and the weakeſt are Legs unable 
to ſupport em; directly contrary to all good 
Rules of Architecture. What he values 
himſelf moſt upon, is his having (as the Po- 
et expreſſes it). Os ſublime, which literally 
tranſlated, as Things of that Conſequence 
ougght to be, is a Mouth erect towards Hea- 
ven. Now, how much more upright are 
your Mouths, O ye Veſſels of Glaſs, is too 
manifeſt to need any Proof. With good rea- 
ſon therefore did that ancient Epicurean Phi- 
loſopher make it his Wiſh (being ſtudious of 
the Improvement of his Form) to have a 
Neck like a Craneꝰs, and a Belly twice as large 
as other Mortals. For what was this, but 
the perfect Form of yourſelves, O moſt com. 

pleat Bottles?

The End for which Bottles were made 


Was to contain, according to their Capacity, 
wllat is entruſted to their Cuſtody; and ot 
which a Return is expected. Where it is 
to be noted, that of Bottles there are divers 
Sorts ; ſome Quarts, ſome two Quarts, and 
others Gallon Bottles. To whom mach is 
given (faith' the Scripture) of ſach much is 
required, And it is even thus with Men: 
hey are, as it were, ſo many Reſerversand 
Veſſels of Grace, which the Lord has put 
into them, more or leſs according to diffe- 
rent Capacities, and which he expects there 
to Work and Improve and Refine ; ay 
One living, being accountable only, fora 
much as he has received. And Oh! That 
Men in general were but as faithful Preſer- 
vers of this Heavenly Infuſion, as you 0 
Bottles! How few are there of you that fly, 
and how few of them that hold! 2

The Wiſe and Learned Panurge (as we 
may read in the Works of that moſt Reve- 
rend Doctor Rablais) being about to enter 
on an, Aff. ir of the higheſt Importance, re- 
ſolv'd firſt to conſult the Oracle of the Bot- 
tle; and it were well if the ſame prudent 
Method was uſed by all Divines, Politici- 
ans and Men of Morals. The firſt of theſe 
might diſcern in a good Bottle, the lively Fi- 
gure of a good Divine, who has ever ak 
compar'd to a Veſſel from the Firſt Ages of 


- (Chriſtianity down to this Preſent, Was not 


Paul in thoſe Days ſtiled by the Scripture 


itſell, a Veſſel of Election; and in our time 


has not the moſt Learned of our Univerſities 
given to a large Mugg, the Name of Bellar- 
mine? Now a Veſſel of Election is the ſame 
Thing in the Hebrew, as a choſen Veſſel: 
and how doth the Lord chooſe his Veſſels, 
that is to ſay his Preachers? Even as a wiſe 
Man chooſeth his Bottles; ſuch, I mean, as 
have not only the largeſt Capacity to con- 
tain what is infuſed, but likewiſe the pro- 
pereſt Mouths to vent it freely to others. It 
was therefore with more Propriety of Speech 
than may at firſt be imagined, that St. Pau 


faid 
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dad of himfel, Iam pour d forth in the Service 


f the Brethren.) Io conclude then, Di- 
vines are liken'd unto Pottles, becauſe 


they ought to be pure and without Deceit, 


for it is ſaid, there is no deceit iu a ſull Bot- 


tle. Now, as for'Politicians, how can they 


better ſet before us the Submiſſion we owe 


to Government, than by the Example of 


good and ſound Bottles which remain peace 
able and quiet under the Limitation of ſuch 
Corks as are eſtabliſh'd and ſet over them, 
while thole Who fly out into rebellious 
Workings, do not only expoſe their Corks, 
but alſo loſe their Liquor. Tis like wife 
granted on all Hands, that the moſt uſeful 
Knowledge of ſuch as govern, is the Knows 
ledge of Mankind, which is not to beattain'd 
by Converſation, without the Company and 
Concurrence of you, O Bottles: Tis by 


your Means that Men have the moſt frequent 


Opportunities of obſerving the Inftabulicy. 
of each other, and the many Slips and tale 
Steps they make. For which Reaſeh the 
wiſeſt Kings of Old have made-uſe'otigour 
Aſſiſtance in the Choice of their Counſel 
lours, as One (in his Days famous fot Sers 
mons) has expreſt it:

For the Moral Man there are ſo many 
Precepts exhibited to him by you (moſt con- 
ſpicuous Auditors) that. to avoid being tedi- 
ous, I ſhall only touch on a few. And 
Firſt, the Liberality of Bottles in general, 
which only receive that they may be- 
ſtow ; But narrow-ſouPd Men, like nar- 
row- neck'd Bottles, hold much but give 
little, nay, and that little too with much 
Difficulty and murmuring ; for it may be 
juſtly obſerv'd of ſuch, that the leſs they 
beſtow, the more Noiſe they make about 
it. Againſt Pride and Anger you afford us 
a moſt notable Caution; for as Bottles are 
deſtroyed by bouncing and cracking, even 
ſo are Men. Are we to chooſe Friends, you 
are to aſſiſt us in the Scrutiny ; O beloved 
Bottles, you are to ſound and fathom their 
Minds, till they become as clear to be ſeen 
rhorough as your ſelves. Are we to take a 
Wife, tis by your mirrour we muſt con- 
amplate her, and learn to manage her: The 
acred Text comparing Woman to you, calls 
her the weaker Veſſel; and 'tis obſervable 
to the nice Inſpectors in Nature, that your 
very Form Hears ſome Alluſion to that Part 
which diſtinguiſnes the Sex; your Neck 
154 J moſt 
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moſt aptly repreſents what the A natomiſts 


call the Vagina Uteri, your wider Space the 


Sinus, and that Part which returning in- 


wards ſwells almoſt to the middle of the 
V acuity ſeems à Figure of that which the 
learned Soranas (Epiſt, ad Cheap) calls the 
Landica: There are, moreover two Proper- 
ties common to both Bottles and Women; 
the One, that how much ſoever is pour'd in- 
to em, there will ſtill, by means of the 
Part I laſt mention'd, remain a Vacancy at 
Bottom; and the Other, that neither of 
'em will be quiet or ſilent, but in a contiaual. 
Motion and Ferment, unleſs they be extreme- 
ly well ſtopt. | 


Secondly, Natural Uſe of Battles.
